Indianapolis, Jan. 29.—Following the 
arrest at Louisville of John J. Keane,

Among other risks, Keane is said to 
have mentioned that Jacob William 
Cassel was a good one. 
Investigation 
later showed that a good many mis­ 
statements in regard to the Cassel 
risk had been made in the application 
for his policy. 
E. C. Boswell, assistant counsel for 
th e Commercial Life, talked to Keane 
recently, when he was in Louisville, 
about the Cassel risk. 
Keane said 
then that the Cassel risk was good. 
It has developed since, according to 
Cassel’s own statement, that Cassel 
did not know anything about the $15,- 
000 insurance on his life. How the re­ 
ports from the commercial agency 
that investigated and declared the 
risks to be men of property and stand­ 
ing came to be made the officers refuse 
to say.

This is a resu lt o f a 
decisio n o f the general priso n bo ard, 
made necessary becau se there were 
no t in Du blin o r the neighbo ring co u n­ 
ties criminals eno u gh to keep the staff 
emplo y ed. 
Du blin is pro bably the o nly city o f 
its size in Eu ro pe in which su ch a 
thing co u ld happen, say s a Bo sto n Her­ 
ald's Du blin co rrespo ndent. 
Crime in 
the o rdinary sense is practically no n­ 
ex istent in Ireland. 
The great gu ilds 
« f crime—the 
bands o f pro fessio nal 
bu rglars and 
ro bbers, the financial 
co nspirato rs, 
adept 
fo rgers, trained 
thiev es, habitu al lev iers o f blackmail, 
bo gu s no blemen, parso ns and ladies o f 
family , lo ng firm practitio ners, ho tel 
and 
railway 
sharps, 
“magsmen,” 
"ho o ks” and ’‘bo u nces”—these are al­ 
mo st entirely 
u nrepresented in Ire­ 
land. 
“ In a wo rd," to qu o te an Eng­ 
lish writer, “so far as habitu al and 
pro fessio nal crime is co ncerned there 
is no t ano ther as decent co u ntry in 
Eu ro pe.” 
Du ring the tro u bled day s o f 1880 
Kilmainham receiv ed ho sts o f "su s­ 
pects,” arrested u nder the co ercio n act, 
o f which Gladsto ne was the au tho r. 
Parnell himself and a nu mber o f his 
lieu tenants Were amo ng the priso ners 
at this time.

was in Kilmainham 
fro m Oct. 13, 18 8 1, to May 2, 1882. 
On the day o f his release Mr. Fo ster 
resigned the chief secretary ship.

cio n.” 
Earl Co wper at the same time 
relinqu ished the o ffice o f v icero y . The 
new 
v icero y , Earl Spencer, entered 
Du blin o n the 6 th; with him was the 
new' chief secretary , Lo rd 
Frederick 
Cav endish. 
The Pho enix Park 
mu rders 
hap­ 
pened sho rtly after and in du e co u rse 
Kilmainham receiv ed the men. many 
o f who m wrere co nv icted and ex ecu ted.

There are still regio ns o f the wo rld 
in which su n-drio d bricks are u sed 
fo r bu ilding material, as they were 
anciently in Egy pt and in Baby lo n. 
Su ch bricks are called ado bes—pro b­ 
ably a Malay an wo rd 
bro u ght 
into 
Spain by the Arabs, and by Spanish 
settlers intro du ced to the New Wo rld. 
They are su ited o nly to a dry cli­ 
mate, and are made o nly where fu el 
o r bu rning is no t 
easily o btained. 
The manu factu re o f them is described 
by R. A. Sey mo u r, in hia “Pio neering 


in the Pampas“- an English settler in 
Argentina nearly fifty y ears ago . 


a well is first du g. and the grass 
Jeared o ff a large space o f gro u nd no t 
far away , fro m which the earth is to 
be taken. 
Clo se to the well is made 
the pisadera, so called fro m pisar,— 
to tread,—in which the mu d is to be 
tro dden by mares, driv en ro u nd and 
ro u nd by a man o n ho rseback. 
The 
pisadera is a ro u nd enclo su re o f fro m 
six to ten y ards in diameter, v ary ing 
o f co u rse in r,ize acco rding to the nu m­ 
ber o f wo rkmen emplo y ed, as the mu d 
hardens rapidly , and mu st be u sed 
while still mo ist. 
The pisadera is enclo sed by po sts 
with rails tied ro u nd so as to keep the 
ho rses Inside. 
It is first o f all filled 
with earth to abo u t two feet in depth, 
the earth being taken fro m the space 
already cleared. 
The so il is u sed o nly 
to abo u t a fo o t in depth, that being 
as far as the black earth ex tends. The 
su bso il is mix ed wtib red sand, which 
is o f co u rse qu ite u seless in brick- 
making. 
The water is drawn u p in a large 
canv as bu cket and po u red into the 
pisadera u ntil the earth seems to be 
su fficiently mo istened. 
The ho rses are 
then tu rned in and driv en ro u nd and 
ro u nd, u ntil the brick-cu tter say s that 
it has reached the pro per co nsistency 
fo r being fo rmed into bricks. 
While this is go ing 
o n, 
cho pped 
grass, o r straw if it can be o btained, 
is scattered o v er the co mpo sitio n in 
o rder to make the mu d ho ld to gether 
the better. 
Meantime a small piece o f gro u nd 
clo se to the pisadera hav ing been pre­ 
pared fo r mo lding the bricks, the mu d 
when ready is wheeled o u t in barro ws 
and u pset o n a 
hide 
laid 011 
the 
gro u nd. 
The cu tter has his wo o den 
mo ld, which makes two bricks at a 
time, laid 011 the gro u nd befo re him, 
and he raises u p the mu d 011 his arms, 
hav ing clasped his hands to gether, and 
dro ps it into the mo ld. 
He then dips his hand into a bu cket 
o f water clo se by , and smo o ths o v er 
the su rface, remo v ing at 
the 
same 
time the su perflu o u s clay , which he 
pu ts do wn near by , ready fo r u se in 
making the nex t pair o f bricks. 
The 
mo ld is then raised by two handles 
011 
the o u tside, and wiped o v er with a 
wet rag befo re being u sed again, so as 
to prev ent the mu d sticking to it. The 
cu tter then pu lls the hide after him 
as he mo v es alo ng, placing the bricks 
in ro ws o f 
fro m twenty 
to thirty 
pairs in length o n the fiat space pre­ 
pared fo r them. 
One o r two day s, if the su n is at 
all ho t, are qu ite eno u gh to dry the 
bricks su fficiently fo r setting u p o n 
edge so that the o ther side may be 
dried. 
As they are tu rned, all the 
edges are scraped smo o th with a knife, 
and the u nder side is pared fiat. They 
are left ano ther day u ntil dry eno u gh 
to stack. 
Bricks dried in the su n like these 
are mu ch u sed fo r bu ilding, bu t o f 
co u rse they are no t nearly so hard o r 
go o d as baked bricks. 
Fo r a large 
ho u se o ne wo u ld nev er think o f u sing 
ado bes, bu t fo r any bu ilding o f o ne 
sto ry they answer v ery well. 
A go o d brick-cu tter will o ften make 
o v er two tho u sand bricks In a day ; 
so me will make o v er three tho u sand, 
bu t this is u nu su al. 
It is v ery hard 
wo rk and v ery tiring to the back, as 
o ne mu st sto o p qu ite do wn to the 
gro u nd to lift the mu d, and the weight 
o f earth thu s raised is fro m thirty 
to fo rty po u nd» each time.

peratu re, either natu ral or artificial. 
H e called the degree “zero" and con­ 
stru cted a therm om eter gradu ating u p 
from zero to b oiling point, which he 
marked 212 and the freezing point 32.

Measure the length of the face by the breadth, m easure the dif*- 
fecpnt features, the eyes, nose and mouth in relation to each other and in 
relation to the outlines of the face, m easure the width of the face at the 
mouth in relation to the width of the forehead. 
See how the distance from
